When Lincoln Square’s Fiddlehead 
Cafe changed its name to Fork earlier 
this year, it kept the friendly neighbor- 
hood vibe but took on a more gastro- 
pubby feel. With that, a sprinkling of 
new brunch dishes joined the weekend 
menu. We stopped in on a chilly recent 
Saturday with hopes of warming up 
from the inside out. 

Hangover helper: The pork carnitas 
sandwich ($io) layers tasty shreds of 
meat with tomatillo salsa, cilantro and 
a fried egg on a brioche bun. If you pre- 
fer the same flavors in sloppier form, 
the pork carnitas chilaquiles ($13) are 
there for you. 

Oh so trendy: The tartine — the French 
word for an open-faced sandwich— is 
having a bit of a moment right now 
in the dining scene, what with new 


spots such as Bistronomic and Maude’s 
Liquor Bar churning them out. Here, 
the steak ’n’ eggs tartine ($13) takes the 
classic breakfast dish and puts it on a 
slice of country bread with caramelized 
onions and A.i. aioli. 

We’re still thinking about ... the 

truffled eggs ($12), a heap of scrambled 
eggs with shiitake mushrooms, truffled 
goat cheese and arugula between two 
circles of puff pastry It somehow man- 
aged to be rich and light at once. 

Not to be overlooked: An underwhelm- 
ing choice at most brunch spots, the ba- 
gel and lox ($8.50) here is a work of art, 
with cucumber slices, red onions and 
tomatoes thoughtfully arranged on top. 

Day drinking: Order the mimosa flight 
($9.50) for mini versions of Fork’s full- 



sized mimosa, Bellini and pomosa (a mi- 
mosa with pomegranate juice, of course). 

Buzz factor: Sufficient. Servers will 
keep your cup of organic free-trade 
Metropolis coffee ($2.95 with refills) 
filled to the brim. 

Is it lunchtime yet? The lunch menu 
is served along with brunch, so you 
can sink your teeth into the PBLT, the 
traditional bacon-lettuce- tomato sam- 
mie made with house-smoked pork belly 
($13) or the duck club made with smoked 
duck and cherry-red wine jam ($16.50). 


Crowd surfing: Casually clad urbanites 
and the occasional young family or two 
fill the circular booths and tables for 
two along windows looking out onto 
Lincoln Avenue. 

Bottom line: For Lincoln Square deni- 
zens who were loyal to Fiddlehead, new 
dishes provide the perfect excuse to 
return. And for weekend visitors to the 
neighborhood’s quaint main drag, Fork 
serves up plenty of solid sustenance 
worthy of a shopping break.

Is there much of a difference between 
female and male fighting in MMA? 

There’s really not much of a difference. We go 
in with a mouthpiece and a pair of 4-ounce 
gloves and that’s it, just like the men. I’d say the 
women tend to not be as well-rounded as men 
as far as MMA training. Right now, a lot of wom- 
en come from just a boxing or just a wrestling 
background. Personally, I started pro MMA with 
no grappling experience. I grew up in kickbox- 
ing and conventional boxing.

We re not just these 
rough and tough fighters, we re girls. We re just 
normal women you’d see in everyday life. 

What’s the worst injury you’ve 
ever received? 

In training, I blocked a spinning back kick with 
my forearm and it broke, even though I already 
had two metal plates and 12 pins in it from a 
previous break.
